liasiiiiHli  as  all  Xatni'c.  animate  and  iiianiinati'.  lias  been 
laid  undfi'  cont  I'iliiilicn  to  pi-ovide  rciucdifs  for  the  alleviation 
of  disease,  it  follows  1li;d  those  sciences  which  enil)race  a  knowl- 
edge of  substances  ol)taineci  from  the  vegetable,  mineral  and  ani- 
mal kingdoms,  as  well  as  those  which  treat  of  the  laws  governing 
them,  are  called  on  to  furnish  important  facts  which  form  the 
basis  of  the  science  of  Phai-macy. 

The  study  of  Pharmacy  covei-s  a  vast  area,  as  may  i)e  judged  from  the 
various  branches,  as  follows:  botany,  mineralogy,  zoology,  pliysics.  materia  med- 
ica.  toxicology,  the  many  branches  of  chemistry,  and  the  study  of  Pharmacy 
proper.  Thus  it  was,  realizing  that  Pharmacy  is  an  art  and  not  a  trade,  that 
the  Pharnuiceutical  Association  of  the  University  of  Mississippi  was  organized 
to  combat  within  our  state  the  tendency  of  drug  store  appivntices  to  become 
tradesmen,  than  ujihold  the  dignity  of  the  art  by  first  obaining  a  thorough 
pharmaceutical  education. 

The  University  of  Mississippi  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  originally  or- 
ganized at  the  opening  of  the  session  of  1917- '18,  composed  of  all  students  of 
Pharmacy.  During  the  year  1918- '19  no  active  work  was  done  as  practically 
all  students  of  Phannacy  had  answered  tlie  call  of  their  country.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  next  session,  the  association  was  reorganized,  becoming  affiliated 
with  the  Mississippi  State  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  since  that  time  has 
been  considered  a  very  branch  of  that  association. 

Since  organization,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  of  inactivity,  the  asso- 
ciation has  met  l)i-monthly  to  discuss  and  study  important  devi'lopements  and 
progress  of  the  science,  endeavoring  to  raise  the  plains  and  standards  of  Phar- 
macy as  a  profession,  therel)y  securing  for  itself  the  recognition  it  deserves,  as 
that  of  one  of  the  leading  professions  of  today.  \  think  it  can  truthfully  be 
said,  that  the  passage  of  the  prerequisite  Pharnmcy  Law  in  Mississippi,  which 
went  into  effect  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  was  largely 
due  to  the  efforts  of  the  members  of  the  University  Association. 

The  association  has  w'orked  hand  in  hand  with  the  National  Association  for 
a  progressive  era  in  Pharmacy,  and  now  each  member  goes  forth  with  a  knowl- 
edge that  shoidd  tit  him  to  combat  the  problems  of  the  present  day.

llai'old  Raleigh  was  easily  the  most  ]ioj)ulai'  l)oy  at  Conway  University, 
and  I  lie  greatest  half-liack  that  the  famed,  and  invineihle  Conway  eleven  had 
ever  boasted  of.  He  was  a  tyi)ieal  college  elia]).  one  that  the  tiotionisi  likes  to 
describe  and  tlie  artist  to  pietnre.  With  broad  and  straight  set  shoulders,  a 
fignr-e  belitting  to  the  great  athlete  tlial  lie  was.  and  eoal  black  hair  over  a  high 
and  noble  forehead,  he  was  a  man  among  men.  His  eyes  were  gray — gray 
eyes,  hat  possessed  a  peculiai-ity  that  jx'oplc  wondei'ed  at,  for  there  was  some- 
thing in  their  fathomless  depths  that  one  could  hai'dly  describe  or  know  the 
reason  for.  At  times  when  he  grew  angry,  or  was  nnusually  disturbed,  the 
])npils  of  his  eyes  assumed  a  peculiar  shai)e,  like  the  pupil  of  a  cat's  eye,  oval, 
and  green  in  color,  singularly  like  the  eyes  of  a  Maltese,  and  there  was  also 
something  in  the  set  line  of  his  mouth  that  reminded  one  of  the  Maltese  when 
it  shows  its  teeth  in  anger,  and  snaps  at  the  aggressor. 

The  name  of  Harold  Raleigh  was  long  remembered  at  Conway  University 
foi-  something  that  he  did  that  was  never  forgotten  ])y  Conway  students,  and 
seldom  mentioned  in  outside  circles  hecause  of  pride,  and  perhaps  a  spark  of 
doubtful  respect  and  honor  for  Harold.

The  sound  of  the  pig  skin  as  it  was  sent  whirling  through  the  air,  made  the 
blood  burn  hot  in  his  veins  with  the  excitement  and  fascination  of  it  all.  and 
he  thought  of  what  he  had  done.  From  the  beginning  of  the  game  Conway 
continually  and  steadily  lost  ground,  obviously  from  a  reason  that  one  hardly 
dared  suspect,  and  when  at  last  the  game  was  over.  Bailer  had  been  victorious 
by  an  overwhelming  score.  Harold  Raleigh  had  given  the  signals  to  the  op- 
posing side,  and  when  he  left  the  athletic  field  at  the  end  of  the  game,  there 
was  a  de.iected  sloop  of  his  broad  shoulders,  and  a  peculiar  swing  to  his  long, 
supple  body  as  he  walked,  that  made  one  think  of  a  cat  as  it  stealthily  creeps 
off  with  its  pre.v.  In  his  eyes  one  might  have  seen  just  then  a  strange  amber- 
colored  light  that  glowed  with  a  peculiar  brightness,  and  the  pupils  of  his 
eyes  were  like  those  of  a  cat — it  was  the  Maltese,  a  name  that  he  was  known 
by  for  some  time  afterward.

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Beginning  the  season  with  a  rush,  the  football  prospects  for  1920  seemed 
unusually  promising,  and  for  a  few  sliort  weeks  it  looked  as  though  we  would 
have  that  long-promised  "winning  football  team.""  But,  alas,  gentle  readers, 
that  is  a  hope  that  we  may  carry  over  until  tlie  1921  season. 

After  easily  defeating  Jones])orougli  Aggies  and  the  Mississippi  Aggies,  the 
team  suffered  their  lirst  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  Birmingham  Southern  Col- 
lege. This  was  a  pure  case  of  over-confidence,  and  as  is  usual  in  such  cases, 
resulted  disastrously  for  Ole  Miss.  Then  Tulane,  and  another  defeat.  This 
game,  however,  was  far  better  than  tlie  score  indicates,  for  at  the  end  of  the 
first  half  the  score  stood  0 — 0,  but  in  the  second  period  Tulane  bucked  up  and 
trimmed  us  by  a  good  margin.  Union  and  S.  P.  U.  then  fell  easy  victims  to  the 
Sullivanites.  Then  came  the  "Bust  Up."  When  Farmer  and  Barbour  were 
forced  to  leave  the  team,  the  whole  bunch  became  thoroughly  disgusted,  and 
football  was  discontinued.  However,  for  the  sake  of  Coach  Sullivan,  the  team 
was  in  a  measure  reorganized,  and  with  Barbour  reinstated,  they  attempted  a 
feebk'  come-back  against  A.  &  M.  Regardless  of  the  game  attempt  tlmt  our 
team  made,  tliey  got  the  better  of  us  and  this  game  closed  the  football  season 
for  Ole  Miss. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  make  excuses  for  this  team,  for  we  do  not  think 
tiiat  it  is  necessary.  They  were  handicapped  from  early  in  the  season,  and  were 
fighting  against  big  odds.  The  exhibition  of  un(|ualified  fight  whieli  tlic  boys 
gave  at  Greenwood  was  worthy  of  any  team,  and  we  are  .iustly  proud  of  them.
